Increased livestock shipments in 
Texas and the Hamlin area during 
May resulted from heavy runs of 
^hcep and calves to market, causinp 
farm cash income in sheep produc • 
ing areas of the state to soar, accord­ 
ing- to ftho University of Texas .tm 
reau of Business Research. 
Shipments saw a six per cent Ap- 
ril-to-May advance and rose three 


o p t cert above their May 1946 levels, 
'he May total reached 12,403 car­ 
loads. 
Cattle shipments slumped 13 per 
cent during the month but stood at 
eight per cent above May 1946 fig­ 
ure, and hog shipments dipped 12 
per cent below/ April shipments but 
remained 23 per cent better than In 
May last year. 
On the other hand shipments of 
J sheep were almost five times greater 
than in April, totaling 2.258 car­ 
loads during the month compared to 
488 marked up In the 
previous 
month. 
Compared with May 1946, 
however, sheep shipments were 15 
per cent lower. Shipments of calves, 
also reporting an April-to-May ad­ 
vance, rose 33 per cent but failed by 
four per cent to come up to the May 
1946 mark. 
Intrastate shipments (plus Fort 
Worth) jumped five per cent from 
April to May. 
Intrastate shipments, less Fort 
Worth) increased by 14 per cent in 
May.
